When Caught By Frost the Corn for 
Silage Should Be Cut. Before it 
Dries Out—-After that, Let 
Water Be Ad^ed. 


Columbia, 
Sept. 
25.—-Adv tee 
to 
farmers on the operation of silos was 
driven in a bulletin issued today by the 
College of Agriculture of the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri. 
Tho bulletin, prepared by J. G. Wat­ 
son, said in part: 
“Don’t wait too long to fill the silo. 
Begin as soon as the corn is right for 
fodder. The kernels should be in the 
dough stage but dented and the lower 
leaves turning brown. 
Let the corn 
mature as much as possible without 
becoming so dry that water must be 
added to make the silage pack solidly 
and ferment properly. 
“Cut 
into pieces 
half to three- 
fourths of an inch long to make them

pack well and to prevent waste in feed­ 
ing. Duck well w ith concrete tampers, 
keeping the silage higher at the wall 
than in the center. 
“If caught by frost, the corn for 
silage should be cut before it dries out. 
After that add water. The corn may 
even be shocked to put in at a more 
convenient time or to refill the silo if ! 
enough water is added. 
‘ There is always some loss on the 
top of the silage unless feeding is be­ 
gun as soon 
as tile silo is filled. 
Where the s i l a g e is to stand for some 
time before feeding, it. is customary 
to run in three or four loads of corn 
stalks from which the ears have been 
removed. 
This material is packed 
thoroughly; then a liberal supply of 
water is added w hich w'ill help to seal 
tile silo and only a very small amount 
of water will result. Some farmers 
use oat straw' as a covering: others 
soak the top of silage with water and 
sow* oats, which, when they germi­ 
nate, form a dense mass which shuts 
out the air and keeps the silage from 
rpoiling.”

Columbia, Mo., Sept. 25.—Methods 
of exterminating moths and weevils 
that attack grain in the stack or in 
shock are set forth in a bulletin is­ 
sued today by the college of agricul­ 
ture of the University 
of 
Missouri. 
The bulletin, which was prepared by 
T. J. Talbert, said in part: 
“A 
simple, 
cheap treatment with 
carbon bisulphide will destroy ail the 
weevils and mot lls that infest stored 
grains. 
This liquid looks much like 
waiter, but when poured on rags or 
into shallow' pans on the top of the 
grain, rapidly forms a gas so much 
heavier than air that it goes down 
among the kernels, destroying all wee­ 
vils and moths. 
“The temperature, size, shape and 
tightness of bins or granaries are im­ 
portant factors . It is not worth while 


used for every 200 cubic feet of space 
above the grain in the bin. 
“The liquid may be thrown direct­ 
ly on the grain without injury, but 
better results will be 
obtained 
by 
pouring it into shallow pans, scattered 
over the surface, or it may be poured 
upon old rags or cotton waste. 
One- 
half pound or at most not more than a 
pound, should be poured into each 
pan. 
“The granary or bins should be kept 
closed as tightly as possible for thir­ 
ty-six hours and if the seed is not to 
be sowed, for forty-eight hours. 
The 
grain will be as good for feed after 
treatment as before, but if it is lo be 
sowed, care should be taken not to 
use too much bisulphide or to fumi­ 
gate too long. 
It is often convenient 
to apply the liquid Saturday afternoon 
and fumigate until Monday morning. 
“The gas is very explosive and no 
lighted 
cigars, 
pipes, 
lanterns 
or 
matches should be allowed near the 
building until it has been thoroughly 
aired. 
The work should always be 
done in the day time. 
Cost may be 
kept down by securing commercial bi­ 
sulphide instead of the more expen­ 
sive chemically pure liquid.

Only in the Field 
is 
it 
Possible to I 
Select the Best Corn— Height 
of the Ear is a Very Im­ 
portant Matter. 


Columbia, Mo., Sept. 25.—Advice to 
the farmers as to how to select seed 
i corn is set forth in a bulletin issued i 
today by tile college of agriculture of 
the University of Missouri. 
The bul­ 
letin says in part: 
“Always select 
seed 
corn 
in the 
field before frosts injure t. 
Scoop 
shovel selection or even more care­ 
ful crib picking next spring will be 
fatal if frost injures the 
corn 
this 
fall. 
“When the harvest is on and you 
begin to gather the croji one can not 
tell which ears 
matured 
early and 
would be likely to produce an early 
crop that will avoid frost next year. 
“Only in the field is it possible to 
know' whether an ear is large because 
it was produced on the only stalk in 
the hill, and so 
had 
more than its 
share of sunshine and 
plant food, 
i Careful tests have 
show n 
that the 
! ears which are good in spite of hav­ 
i n g been grow n on poor soil and in a 
J somewhat crowded stand 
are 
more 
productive than those on highly fer­ 
tilized fields or in thin stands. 
“Only 
in 
the 
field 
can one tell 
whether the ear was too high or too 
low on Hie 
stalk, and 
whether 
it 
stood so erect 
that 
the 
fall rains 
would enter the husks and spoil the 
ear. 
Ears 
that stand almost erect 
will be materially injured in case of 
a prolonged rainy fall. 
If Hie com 
should be 
frozen 
before harvesting

of same year. 
In the meantime the line was being 
built from Kansas City eastward in 
the direction of Pleasant Hill to con­ 
nect with the line being constructed 
westward from St. Louis, ground Tie­ 
ing broken in Kansas City, July 25, 
I860. 
The two lines were connected 
and the last spike driven Sept ember 
19, 1865, giving a continuous track 
from St. Louis to Kansas City. 
It was not until October 2, however, 
that the first train was run over the 
track from St. Louis to Kansas City. 
Previous to that time to travel be­ 
tween St. Louis and Kansas City it 
was necessary to take three different 
lines of railroad and one steamboat, 
or two steamboats and two lines of 
railroad. 
Grading was 
started 
to 
Leaven­ 
worth, Kus., and the first through 
passenger train was run to that place 
from St. Louis on July I. 1866. Sep­ 
tember IO, 1869, the road was com­ 
pleted from Leavenworth to Atchison, 
Kas., and through service wa* estab­ 
lished between the latter city and St. 
Louis. 
When the Missouri Pacific began 
operating through to Kansas City the 
trip required eighteen hours. 
It took 
the fast mail train sixteen hours and 
twenty minutes to make the run now 
made in seven hours and ten minutes. 
Passenger fares were high. 
The fare 
between Kansas City and St. Louis 
was $14.50, while at present it is $5.50. 
The fare from Kansas City to Chicago 
was $24.50; to Cincinnati, *29.00; to 
Now York, $48.00, 
and 
to Boston, 
$52.00. 
The 
rates to 
intermediate 
points were in promotion. 
At that time the Pacific Railroad of 
Missouri had forty-eight locomotives 
against 1,200 operated by the Missouri 
Pacific today, and a total of f!fty-one 
passenger equipment ears, including 
mail and baggage cars, compared with 
770 now. 
The road had 583 freight 
cars as against 47,000 at the present 
time. 
All freight and passenger cars, 
as well as locomotives, were insig­ 
nificant in capacity compared 
with 
the equipment in use on 1he road to­ 
day. It had 359 miles of track, where­ 
as it now has 7,285 miles

The line of march for the parade 
will he from Peace Monument at the 
east entrance of the capitol grounds.

The first spadeful of earth in 
planting the first tree will be turned 
by Commander-in-Chief David J. Pal* 
mer, while Mrs Sarah K. Fulton, pres­ 
ident of the W omen’s Relief Corps, will 
have «be honor in planting the second 
I t ee.
